LumtnlUs—Chronic. 

Chronic laminltia la a disease that a great many horses are suffering 
with, particularly in large cities, as the causes that produce it are more 
common, aud the horses are harder worked than lo the country. And 
It undoubtedly causes a great deal of suffering which is evidenced by 
the actions of the animals suffering with It. Aa the name indicates, it 
is a chronic Inflammation of the lamina* of the feet, and it often exists 
for years without much change either for the better or worse. It may 
follow acute founder or may develop© aa a primary disease i. e. does 
not follow any other abnormal condition. But In either case there is 
inflammation of tbe lamina* aud effusion which becomes organized i. i. 
hardens Into a semi cartilaginous mass aod becomes a part of tbe living 
whole; blood vessels form through It aud oervea, etc, are extended luto 
it. When It follows the acute form the effusion Is generally very ex¬ 
tensive, so much so that Ihe oepeclis (coffin bone) partly, and some¬ 
times wholly, loses Its attachments and becomes displaced—the toe of It 
tips down and sometimes pierces tbe sole so that the toe of the bone 
may be seen protruding through the sole In front of the frog. But 
this only occurs where the effusion is slow to harden and the bone 
being for a time, as It were, without support; but usually it hardens 
soon euough to preveut this complication and prolong the animal's 
usefulness, but often times not till the bone has became considerably 
displaced causing tbe horse to go on his heels Instead of on tbe flat of 
his foot. Wbeu chronic lamlnitls comes ou as a primary disease the 
progress is slow. At first the h^rae will appear stiff the next mornlug 
after a bard day's work and the feet will be warmer than usual, Indicat¬ 
ing fever but It seems to work off, particular? in wet weather ; but this 
state continues aud Increases from day to day till other symptoms de 
velope. The causes lu case of the chronic following the acute form 
have been enumerated in the article in the last issne. In case of the 
chronic form developing as a primary disease It is 
caused bv continual battering over hard pavements, neglect to 
pack the feet at night or other device to soften and cool the dry bard 
hoofs, and of course It Is aggravated lu hot weather. It is often caused 
by the aboe being too tipntly nailed on, which produces a continual 
pressure to an unnatural degree on the lamina;. The symptoms are 
very characteristic, and well^ marked as a rule. The horse ia stiff 
forward, backs with difficulty and is careful bow he puts the fore feet 
to the ground, always places the heels to the ground first, thereby 
wearing the heels of the shoes more than the toes, which may be 
noticed in shoes that have been on three or four weeks; the feet are 
always a good deal contracted and tbe frog dry, hard and small on 
account of the feve- which prevent* the secretion of born in natnral 
quantities, there are rings aud ridges running horizontally around the 
hoof which are due to uneven degrees of the Inflammatory process 
which Is affected bv tbe weather and other outside Influences. They are 
tolerably comfortable during wet weather and muddy roads, which 
keep tbe bool moist and the fever down, the moisture softens the 
hoof and promotes an Increased secretion by encouraging a healthy 
action lo the diseased feet. In dry weather the fever Increases and the 
secretion of horn Is Interfered with and perverted. Instead of 
a compact, healthy hoof we have a brittle, mealy, dry hoof that is very 
subject to saodcrack, and there Is always an unuatural beat in tbe feet 
as felt by the hand, the animal points his feet alternating them, and 
lies a good deal wbeu in the stable to take the weight off the feet. In 
pointing tbe feet It will be noticed that he rests them on the heels in¬ 
stead or on tbe toe. as in case of navicular disease or corns, etc. There 
la a’ short stubby gait, and when of long standing the chest appears (o 
be hollow-fallen away. The treatment must be directed to relieve 
the sufferer aa at tbe best it can only be paliative. Depletives are in¬ 
admissible as tending to weaken the patient without doing tbe least 
possible good. Local applications with a careful hygienic regimen 
prove the most satisfactory, eo then we would not bleed nor pnrge the 
animal, but staud the feet lo a puddle of blue clay occasionally; puck 
them with some soft, moist substance, aa a mixture of linseed meal snd 
bran In equal parts, or a packing of cow manure proves very effectual 
sometimes, but It ought not to be persisted in too long at a time, ns 
It mlKbt tend to cause thrush; and toen In the daytime, when the ani¬ 
mal Is uot at work, it la au excellent plan to apply wet swabs. In the 
form of felt or some other substance that will hold the moisture a long 
time, to the feet-they buckle around the pastern and cover the boor. 
Particular attention should be paid to the shoeing, being careful not 
to nail ibe shoe on too tight, nor leave It oo too long without having It 
set. In wet weather a great-advantage would be bad from taking off 
the thoea aud turning him out to pasture; but in drv weather the feet 
require more care than could be devoted to them If he ran out. Let 
the food be nutritious, easily digested, aod keep tbe bowels, kidneys 
and other excretory organs lu a healthy onudltion. aud you will find 
that Id most cases your trouble will be repaid. 


jltoxli gtems. 

As a reason why American farmers ought to be conteoted, the Agri- 
CiUtHrisi gives this account of the farmer In England: "He does not 
own h|s land, except In very rare Instances, and ia obliged not only to 
pay a yearly rental of $20 to $25 per acre, but to keep tbe hardly worked 
Und in good condition, Is forced to employ a working capital of at least 
$50 an acre, to he expended In artificial fertilizers. He Is prohibited 
hr law from killing wild animals, such as rabbits, hares, foxes, par 
trldgee, and plgeous, while his cats and dogs are killed by his landlord's 
gamekeeper, leal they might injure the game. This game feeds ou bla 
crops, aud he must submit to see bis fields sometimes ravaged by them. 
He la obliged to raise such crops as his landlord couslder* best for the 
laud. He la bound to all these requirements by an exacting lease, 
which tnakea him a species of serf lo bla landlord. 


Bad Effect* of the Snow Storms in Nebraska,— It la reported 
that owing to the unusual fall of anow oo the grazing lands In Western 
Nebraska, vast bards of cattle are suffering greatly for want of food, 
tbe hard cruet preventing tbe cattle from reaching the grass beneath. 
Between Sydney and North Platte nearly ¥,000 head are lo a deplore 
able condition, many of them dying daily. Cattle men. however, al¬ 
though expeetlng some loea. do not anticipate anything aerions. They 
hope for « favorable change of weather soon, which will afford oppor¬ 
tunities for grazing. _

The Ulfle Movement at Salt Lake. 

Salt Lake Citt, Jau. 4, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I send you, lu accordance with your invi¬ 
tation of last week, a history of the rise and spread of target practice in 
this Territory. As early aa the year 1668 1 beard of numberles* heroes 
who performed with the rifle. In the Nauvoo Legion (the Mormon 
church id 11 Ills, which wua die hooded by order of Gov reader,) there were 
aald to be many riflemen who could drive a nail every shot, at distances 
varying from oue hundred yarda up to half a mile. Being an uspirant 
to rifle honors, and myself anxious to see great deeds, 1 hunted 
uu some of theae wonders, but always found them out 
of pracilc*. or tbat their rifles were out of order, or 
oiherwlae not ready for immediate service. After some year* 
1 attended a prize shooting match of the Nanvoo Legion's at which 
there were thirty-oue competitors, each of whom fired three shots, 
making ninety-nine in all, nineteen only of which atruck a target four 
feet square at oue hundred yarda, The flret prize was a portrait of 
Brigham Young, and the lowest prize a airing of onions. It was aald 
by all competitors, and conceded by the winner, that he waa the worst 
marksman in the crowd. From that date, 1 have persistently denied 
tbe existence lu Utah of auy snch unerring marksmen, aa were said to 
be common here. Some few matches were held for prize* throughout 
the territory; but no rifle club waa organized until August 9lb, 1878 
when “the Pioneer Rifle Club of Utah ' waa duly aet on foot. The flret 
match for the flret club medal wae won on September 27th, 1875, by G. 
A. Meeare, on wblcb occasion the range in the rear of Arsenal Hill waa 
named the "Pioneer liifie Range of Utah ;** the use of the range for rifle 
practice being kindly granted by the city council. Tbe medal waa won 
the second lime by Fritz Fullreide, on December ft?ib, in the eaine 
year. On the 27th day of March, 1876, it waa again won by Meears, and 
on June 27tb, 1876, flually won by him. 

In the meau time the Deseret club bad been organized, and aa the 
Pioueere bad decided lo ahoot only under N. R. A. rules, they did not 
not eutertaln certain propositions made by the former. This waa Im¬ 
puted to cowardice, aud after a good deal of banter, an Informal match 
waa arranged by four members, two from each club; this number, how¬ 
ever, swelled into lea from each organization. A silver cup waa Joiutly 
purchased, and the beat two of three matches were to decide the team 
ownership, aud a final match by the winners. Us individual posacaelon. 
The members of the Pioneer Club won tbe cup, but the Deserets could 
not honestly accept defeat, and some of them insinuated unfairness on 
the part of the Pioneers, which they denied and earnestly challenged 
Investigation. On account of this unpleasantness, the Pioneers offered 
the cup to free competition, open to all comers. Meeare, of the Pio¬ 
neer club, won it. blnce then, no satisfactory arrangements could be 
made between tbe two clubs, or matches would have been more fre¬ 
quent. It is to be regretted that these two clubs, which both contain 
good men. should have been so unfortunate in their maiden competi¬ 
tion. The secret of the affair Ilea In chagrin. A champion's gold 
badge (to be wou five times,) was purchased by the Pioneer Club, and 
on September 27. 18<0, was won the first time by G. A. Meers 
The Deserets then purchased a flue gold badge 
aud on the 24th of October It waa won the flret 
time by fi. McLaughlin. On October 27th the Pioneer badge was won 
by U. Spiers. November 24th tbe Deseret badge was won by B. Rob¬ 
erta; November28th the Pioneer badge was won by G. A. Meeare: De¬ 
cember *J5th, the Deseret badge was won by J. iieusser; December 
26th, the Pioneer badgo was won by G. A. Meeare. 

In addition severer all-comere matches have been held under the 
management of the Pioneer Rifle Club, resulting in flret prize for W.

Here, however, the resemblance ends. Tbe eye* are large, round and 
black like the squirrel's. The color ia much like that of the chip¬ 
munk, but without the dark line* acmes the back. Tbe tall la long, 
slender and busby. From the throat along the belly, the akin la pure 
white, and be ha* four of the prettleet white feet you ever aaw. In 
temper he seems ta be quite amiable, with an evident disposition to 
take kindly to domeeticalion.

known to naturalists They Inhabit all parts of the world e 
Australia. Polynesia and Madagascar. TTiey all belong to the 
great family Plddar (so named from the Latin picus, a wood- 

r ker), of which there are numerous different goners. This 
one of the best marked and most easily recognised 
groups In ornithology (which is a great comfort, seeing how 
obscurely defined many of the families which ornithologists 
recoguise sre). With some exceptions, not necessary to 
specify here, youmay know a woodpecker on sight by its 
having a stout, straight, chisel-like bill, fitted for boring and 
cutting wood, with the toes placed In pairs, two before and 
two beblud. whereas most birds have three in front and one 
behind. This condition of the feet is termed syeodactyle, 
from two Greek words meaning literally "yoketoed.” These 
two characters takeu together will aerve to Identify any 
siMscies of woodpecker of this country at any rale; for the 
few other birds of ours which have the toes in pairs, like the 
cuckoos and the parrots, have an entirely different kind of 
bill. There are only two species of North American wood¬ 
pecker. both belonging to the genus Picoides . which have 
uot paired toes; they have but three toes altogether, two in 
front and one behind—one of the very rareat cases to be 
fouud in the whole range of ornithology. 

A woodpecker's tongar is one of the most curious of nat¬ 
ural instruments or machines—for with its numerous bones 
and muscles and accessory structures it may fairly be called 
a machine. You should know that in birds the tongue is 
supported on a little bone, called the hyoid bone, which Is 
Torked behind, or has two brauches. while a straight han¬ 
dle runs forward iu the substance of the tongue. This bone 
aud the attached parts sre moved bv various muscles, also 
called hyoid or hyoldean muscles, to help the bird in swal¬ 
lowing its food ; and to this appsratua are attached certain 
glands called salivary, which prepare the spittle by which the 
food is moistened before swallowing, in most birds the 
tongue Is so tied down that it has comparatively little mo¬ 
tion. and at any rate cannot be thrust out any distance from 
the beak. All this Is curiously changed In the woodpeck¬ 
ers for a special purpose. The hinder forks, or horns, cornua 
as they are called, of the hyoid bone are so enormously 


a chisel-like end Instead of a point. The nostrils are over¬ 
hung with* bunch of downy feathers, well displayed in the 
figure. These are among those most frequently miscalled 
"sapsuckere," especially the common and familiar downy 
woodpecker, which la the one that bores the numberless little 
holes In regular rows so often seeu In the apple trees. 

The genus Picoldss is exactly like Picus , except that It has 
lost one of Its hind toes. We have two species of these cu¬ 
rious "three-toed" woodpeckers as they are ca lied; but these 
are northerly birds, not found in most parts of the United 
States. They sre colored like the species of Pious, but have 
a square yellow patch on the head of the male. 

Now for the aapsuckers I There Is a speclea found nearly 
all over the United 8tates, called the yellow-bellied woodpeck¬ 
er, Sphyrapicus varius; and another, very beautifully col¬ 
ored one. In the Rocky Mountains. 8. thyroideus. A cut of 
the latter Is given. The common species may always be 
known by the fact that the tongue canuot be made to pro¬ 
trude any distance. It Is eight or nine Inches long; the belly 
Is ysllou) In the middle (no other woodpecker east of the 
Mississippi, except the Flicker, has any yellow on the under 
part); there Is a crescentic black patch on the breast, the 
crown and in the male a patch on the throat are crimson; 
there are various yellowish or whitish stripes on the sides of 
the head and neck; and similarly the back, tall and wings 
are varied with white or yellowish and black; there Is a con¬ 
spicuous oblique white bar on the wings. There can be no 
difficulty In distinguishing this culprit from any of the small 
species with which be associates; his varlegated| livery~of 
black, white, yellow and crimson being unmistakable. 

The Carolina woodpecker, Centura* carotinus, Is a hand- 
some species, with red on the belly, a scar lei 
aud the back aud wings beautifully barred crosswise 
ck and white. It Is common lu the Southern, less so in the

which infeat wood. Some, like the flicker, are very fond of sots, aud 
make frequent excursions from the trees to the ant hills to tickle their 
palates with formic-add sauce. Many others eat berries and various 
kinds of soft fruits. 1 want to call special attention to this matter. 
Woodpeckers have a bad name with most misinformed, and with nearly 
all iguorunt and stupid people. I would undertake to gauge the aver¬ 
age Intelligence and Information of a farmer or agriculturist 
bv the extent of his understanding of this subject, 
for it Is one that concerns him nearly, and one about which ordinary 
observation should give him correct ideas. People see woodpeckers 
b .riug trees; instautly they call them "sapsucJtfTS." raise a hue and 
cry about their injuring trees, and kill them. This Is equally absurd, 
iiiij 11 st and cruel. Woodpeckers are among the very best of the agricul 
tumbels' feathered friends. They do not injure trees; ou the contrary, 
they are of the greatest possible use, for they destroy incalculable 
uumbers of insects, which If unchecked by this meaus would devastate 
forest uud shade trees. They do not bore Into perfectly sound trees 
(or do so but little, and that little never hurts them) for the simple rea¬ 
son that such wood does not harbor Insects. When woodpeckers are 
boring, ll Is not the wood they are after, but bags; and woodpeckers 
are so shrewd in detecting the hidden presence of insects that the sim¬ 
ple fact of their working industriously at a tree Is almost positive proor 
that there are Insects lurking beneath the bark—insects doing tbeir 
•‘level best” to destroy trees which the woodpecker works equally hard 
to save. By all means then, protect and encourage the woodpeckers. 

I make one Important concession to the sapsucker theorists. As 
usual with most popular fallacies, there is some truth In what they say.

Woodpeckers as we all know are great climbers; they are 
always •■shinning" up and down trees.

The 
tail ia much stiffer and altogether atrouger than is usual 
atuoug birds; it consists of ten perfect feathers with an ad 
diuoual rudimentary pair, making twelye in all, without 
counting the numerous small fealhera which cover the base 
of the bird, as a part of the general plumage of Ibe body.

There wee a large Assemblage on December 93d »t OaklandPut.Ban 
Francisco. of not only (he beat shot* on the Pacific "lope, but or thoas 
amateurs of the guu who can appreciate In a well contested match each 
as the one promised to be between Capl. Bogardus, the best wing shot 
In the world, and the California representative. Crittenden Robinson, 
who was awarded tbe winner of a similar match on the 18th ult. Tfcla 
match woa fur $250 a aide. 60 single birds at *1 yards rise and forty 
double birds at 18 yards, 80 yards boundary, California rules. Dr.T. 
C. Jessup filled the position of Judge for Capt. Bogardus and Mr. E. H. 
Clark for Mr. Robinson, while J. F. Daggett waa accepted for referee. 
When the fortieth bird waa reached, the tally wa* exactly even, each 
having killed 86 birds. , 

The forty-sixth bird of Bogardns formed the sensation of the day. 
Be rose on a sluggish wing aod fluttered toward the spectators, and 
then maoe a sudden dip, followed by the gnn. "Don't shoot.” was the 
cry of the crowd as they saw themselves iu the absolute oertalnty or 
helug peppered, and Mr. Clark said, "no bird." and the pigeon circled 
and was snot midway almost, if not on the ground, between gnn and 
trap. Bird claimed as lost by Mr. Robinson, he maintaining that there 
was ample time to kill before the pigeon came to the spectator! Disal¬ 
lowed. on the assertion that Mr. Clark bad declared "no bird" In order 
to prevent accident. Another one allowed. His forty-seventh bird 
was low aud rapid from the gun. but being hit, turned and got away. 
The Captain here declared that his own birds were treating him badly, 
the first thirty each having beeu furnished by Mr. Robinson. But 
worse luck was yet In store for him, for he missed his fifty-second, and 
tbeu his fifty-eighth caine almost straight toward him. and he waiting 
loo long, it became almost a rifle shot, and another goose egg was the 
result, wnlle his fifty-eighth got away very swiftly, aud, quartering to 
me right, could not be stopped, bnt fell dead at the fence. Mr. Robin¬ 
son iu the meantime had been shooting in admirable style, although 
showing a little temper at the judge's previous decision, and asking 
once for another bira. as he killed it flying straight back Into the 
crowd. When the alxty single birds had been disposed of the score 
stood 54 for Robinson and 51 for Captain Bogardus, the announcement 
eliciting a faint cheer in the California champion's favor. 

The luterest smong the spectators now became Intense, and the prob¬ 
ability of Califoanla coming out ahead was cauvassed In very eager and 
animated style, the more so as Mr. Robinson’s forte was rather In his 
double bird shooting. He killed his first pair (while Bogardus missed 
one), sud in the second pair he shot one aud then another on the 
ground. Claim made that they were not both In the air atthetlmo. 
Allowed, lie fired at another pair and killed in fine style, his second 
bird freezing almost to the beads of the spectators, at which there was 
laughter and cheers, lie then repeated on the third pair, while on the 
fourth with both birds springing away high, the connecting rope broke 
near the trap, and Mr. Robluson did not fire.

Handicapping. 

We are happy We have found favor In the eyea of the Chicago 7>l 
bune. It la not an entire whole-souled favor; but •till It la favor.qnal 
ifled though it be. We already feel—no bigger. The Jove of the TVi 
bune has nodded approval of our exposition of the attitude of the East 
era pres* with regard to the "League," but it does not appreciate our 
stricture* on the limited alma of The league m-inagement. This aa the 
('Upper aava: “ Has been objectionable from Its effort at monopoly." 
and now that monopoly does not seem to "pan out" too well, it u ob 
lectlonabl** because It advance* with timorous step toward that which 
la Inevitable If it mean# to live aa a reforming body controlling the 
playing of base ball and base ball players. The dissolution of the little 
republics of ancient Greece exploded the idea of oligarchlchal govern 
ment, and free trade has exposed the fallacy of monopoly. The league, 
aa It now stands, is an attempt at oligarchy, for ft has aspired to 
adjudicate outside of its own Wly. As long as it remained a mere 
league of Individual club# arrogating do au'horliy except over Its own 
members It was a strong concern; bat having departed from its origi 
nal stand point it becomes an oligarchy aspiring to control the masses of 
base ball players without their consent or acquieeence. As such It ha* 
arroused opposition, snd will find a certain falling off In revenue if 
those of tne strong extra league professional clubs band themselves 
togethe- and refuse to play games with league clubs. We maintain 
that when the league advanced from It* privacy It should have done so 
with bold steps, thrown wide It* membership roll snd grasped at once 
the control of base ball matter* throughout the country. The work 
they had done In 1876 was generally acceptable to the purbllc, and any 
bucd course as we have pointed out would have been readily and gladly 
accepted In all direction*. The opportunity la not yet entirely lost; 
there Is time to throw open the membership roll to all the profe*- 
slonal and semi-professional club*, and form them Into classes. 

The Chicago Tribune shows Its Ignorance concerning handicapping. 
Handicapping Is a natural coneeqnenc of sporting of any kind.and in 
no sport whatsoever does It not exist From tne handicapping by 
weight of horses and prize fighters, through the handicapping by time 
and distance among athletes, to the handicapping by numbers in crick¬ 
et, foot ball and base ball teams, the Idea la the same, and the desired 
result arrived at Without handicapping there must be a certain nor 
rowneas In any particular sport. All cannot be equal in this world of 
ups and downs; It is uninteresting to see a run away victory which 
call* forth no exertion an the one band and a hopelean struggle on the 
other. Such is not sport Sport Is when two contestants are by natnre 
or art so equally matched that the struggle for vlctoiy Is stubborn and 
the result in donbt 

The system of handicapping has, we believe, already been 
aduptod in this country with regard* to base ball, as well 
a* In other sports. The Tribune may not know that 
this has been done, bnt the Tribune is not quite omnis¬ 
cient. Thl* handicapping has been done by men to bat per innings; 
tbsl is, # strong club nits given a weaker, four outs to three, snd has 
thus rendered an otherwise uninteresting contest full of life and hope. 

We do not presnme to say bow this handicapping should be done, he* 
cause we do not know the clubs to be handicapped; but we can 
"ketch nti idea which the league may adopt if It likes, as it would, with¬ 
out doubt, tend to draw a bigger crowd than would ordinarily attend

How then can we reasona¬ 
bly expect man to Improve upon her worke, when all our anrronndtnga, 
pointing to her luHnlte hand, admonish ns with her moat touching pa¬ 
thos—we are perfection. * 

The dog, with mao Is of Divine origin. The former, crested and en¬ 
dowed with that Instinct which nun now holds In such high esteem 
was possessed, too, of those same noble attributes and marked charac¬ 
teristics as bis fellow of to-day. Indeed, there seems, sa there natur¬ 
ally would be, after the lapse of ages, no well-dadoed history of the 
origin of the famous setter of the present.

Tbit he may have been bred for a few years past with great care 
no one will deny. Bat commencing with imparities have they been hied 
out? Were his progenitors of the out and oat, antl-bogas, simon-pure 
stock; These are questions more easily asked than anewered; bat they 
are questions that enter largely into thle much vexed question. That 
the origin, the history, and tbs antecedents of the setter are relied too 
deeply by the hand of obscurity to admit of onr lifting It with Impun¬ 
ity, and expoelug him to the enquiring gaxe of the curious, Is beyond 
the shadow of a doubt.

To die from the trap was an ignominious death for our 
little Bob White, and we fail to realize how any man calling , 
himself a sportsman could reconcile his conscience to an act ; 
which his avowed professions, teachings and surroundings, | 
tell him to be wrong. Has the mania for trap shooting 
such a deteriorating effect? or has the reckless slaughter 
of the wild pigeons compelled the ruthless hand of the 
trapper and snarer to now seek for greater destruction in 
the -acrificing to the gratification of a passion, the game bird 
to which in the future we have got to look for our sport in , 
the field, and for the protection of which we are supposed 
to be doing our best? Surely better the pot-hunter than | 
the quail trap shooter. The former is made a sportsman by 
comparison with the latter. Let all unite in denouncing a 
practice so unsporlsman-like and repugnant to the feelings 
of every sportsman. While the blood of the slain Bob 
White is yet fresh let the crime be nipped in the bud. The 
Law Committee of the State Sportsmen’s Association is pre¬ 
paring a draft fur a new game law to be presented to the 
State Legislature. Let a clause be inserted prohibiting trap 
shooting of quail, since there are those besides pot hunters 
who need to be restricted by the arm of the law. Let us 
not mince matters, but so restrict them that they cannot 
violate good taste, and again shock the sentiment of every 
sportsman. 

The above we left on our departure from home to be in¬ 
serted two issues ago, but find it was omitted, having been 
crowded out. We notice in the interim “Lynx” and W. B. 
Hau worth have taken the subject up. Not only in our Slate 
does the cry of indignation go up against it, but as will be 
seen from the following from one of the most prominent 
Eastern sportsmen, which we find on our return home, the 
act receives its just denunciation in the East as well.

The Host Managed Bench Show Yet. 

THE DOGS AS THEY WERE.

The Baltimore bench show was not only a success numerically, but 
also In the quality of the dogs and the general management of IL It 
Is the first bench show which has been conducted as we have always 
contended bench shows should be; and it has practically demonstrated 
the fact that, as we have always maintained. In order to have every¬ 
thing In proper order and to avoid confusion, the entries should close 
ten days before the show, and that once It was understood that they 
woald positively close on the dsy specified, the number would not be 
lessened but the entries would be made then and not left to the 
twelfth hour. 

By thla arrangement the superintendent knew how many dogs In 
each class ho hid to provide for; each entry was numbered, a stall was 
provided, and as the dog arrived he was placed In It, thereby saving 
confusion and trouble. A catalogue was also prepared with the list of 
entries, with the number of each dog corresponding with the number 
on his stall, so that all the visitor had to do to find out the name, owner 
and pedigree of any dog was to refer to the catalogue, and by finding 
the number of the dog all the Information desired was gained. 

The utmost credit is due the superintendent, Mr. Chas. Lincoln, and 
the members of the Maryland Poultry and Panders' Association, 
through whose admirable management, and Indefatigable efforts the 
affair culminated in the grand success It was. There was not a dissent¬ 
ing voice that it was the best managed sbow yet held; and so well sat¬ 
isfied were the exhibitors, that should the association have another 
show next year it will be in point of numbers even a greater success 
than this one. 

The nnmber of visitors from a distance was quite numerous, and 
among them we recognized many familiar faces, seen at other bench 
shows, while we, for the first time, met mauy who, though not by face, 
yet by uame we were quite familiar with, and felt as though we knew. 
All were lunch pleased at the kindness and attentlou received from the 
sportsmen of Baltimore, who were ever ready to do their utmost to con 
Lribute to the enjoyment of the vlclton and exhibitors. The same 
readkur.HR to accommodate was evinced by Mr. Coleman, the proprietor 
of the Carrrolllon House, the best hotel In Baltimore, which was the 
headquarters of those attending the show; every wish was gratified, 
aud there was nothing left to wish for. 

As we remarked before, the quality of the dogs was excellent; with 
one or two exceptions the classes were extraordinarily good. Mr. John 
Davidson Judged the first division the sporting class, and Capt. John 
M. Taylor the non-sporting class. The judging commenced on Tues¬ 
day and was fluished on Wednesday afternoon. As soon as the win¬ 
ners in each class were announced by the fudges the blue and red 
ribbons were tacked on their stalls, so that the visitors had full oppor¬ 
tunity to see the winnors and contrast them with those which bad 
failed to get placed. Notwithstanding that the severest snow storm 
which vlslteu Baltimore iu upwards or twenty years had prevailed 
through Mouday night, and the walking abominable, while the atmos¬ 
phere was raw aud chilly during the week, yet the number of visitors 
was large. The beauty of Baltimore's daughters has become world 
wide. The show was well patronized by them. It is always a pleas 
are to us to see our American ladles give their presence to all enter 
lalnmenta of sportsmeo, for by so doing they give tone and character 
to them. In every sense of the word, was the Baltimore show a success. 

Lost week we gave the full list of entries aud awards with the excep¬ 
tion of class 84 special prizes which was not decided at the time we 
telegraphed. The prize was three kegs of Eagle duck powder for the 
best dog for ducking purposes. It was finally divided between tbe 
three entries,a keg each to F. A. Howe’s Snelder,J. H. Whitman's King 
of the River and J. J. Turner Jr.’s C'hesepeake Bay dog, Rob. 

lu our list of awards there Is oue error we wish to correct, which was 
neither the telegraph’s nor our fault, but occured through their being a 
62 and a 62 A in the native English setter bitch class. Tbe Secretary 
gave as the number 62 as the second prise bitch In the native English 
setter class which was the number of J. H. Strom berg’s Diana, whereas 
It should have been 52 A. G. F. Demuth's (Fort Dodge,,) lemon aud 
white bitch Kate, eutered by the St. Loais Kennel Club. Otherwise 
the list was correct. 

Class 1. Imported English Setter *.—This class though not large 
was yet an excellent one for quality. Rock, tbe hero of a champion vie 
tory wherever he has beeu exhibited, carried off the first prize for the best 
dog in this class, as was to be expected. He was not, however, in as good 
coat and form as when we last saw him. While Rock Is is yet a young 
dog, being only five years old, we would suggest to the St. Louis Ken¬ 
nel Club to retire him on his laurels, and give some of the youngs; 
dogs a chance to come to the front, or we would advise shows to, iu 
future, bar him, since it is certain that so long as he continues to be 
exhibited there will be very few owners of dogs who will have the pluck 
to exhibit agalust him, for It Is dollars to cents every time 
that they will be beaten for first place, the competi¬ 
tion among the other entries being always for second 

place. Mr. westcott's Laverack dog Pedigree was second to Rock. We 
never remember having seen a dog improve so much as Pedigree. Wheu 
we saw him last, six months ago, we entertained auything nut a favor¬ 
able opinion or him’, he has since then developed wouderfully, aud 
is to-day a remarkably promising young dog. Hla chest is splendid; 
and he Is good In his shoulders, forearm, legs, feet, loin and htndquar-. 
ten. He is finely ribbed up, has a good stifle, the true Laverack curvw 
to hind legs, has a good tail and is a strong, well coupled dog. His 
head Is good excepting his ears, which are rather too high* 
His nose is unfortunately light; had he a dirk one he wuuld be, on the 
bench, the most dangerous young dog we kuow of. Mr. McClenahan’s 
Snips well deserved to be highly commended, being a handsome, well 
tnaae dog with good head, chest, legs and feet, well ribbed up, and 
having a good coat. 

Judges are not infallible and we must therefore expect errors 
sometimes from some of the best of them. While 
we think well of Mr. Davidson's decisions generally, yet we con 
alder he erred In givlug Westcott's Magnet and Foster's Brenda 1st and 
2d over Higgins' Belle, which he highly commended. To our mind the 

K lde of place belonged to Belle, notwithstanding Magnet, like 
dlgree, nee wonderfully Improved wltntn tbe last six mouths ana 
is a very nice little bitch; yet we do not consider her as good as Belle. 
While Magnet has good shoulders, chest and loin. Is well ribbed up, has 
good legs, feet aud stifle, yet her bead is not by any means as good as 
Belle's; her nose is foxy and her ears are not as well pat on. Belle is a 
racy looking bitch, with a long clean bony head, with tbe ears well put 
on, resembling as much as a bitch's can a dog's, her sire’s, Pride of tbe 
Border; a neck long and lean, well attached to the shoulders, the 
shouldersg<>od, chest also good; well ribbed up, hindquarters, legs and

Brenda, litter sister to Belle, we did not like as well as Belle, but yet 
she is a very pretty bltcb, well coupled together, with a very strong 
loin aud hind quarters, good shoulders, and legs and feet good; bead 
only fair, ears too high. In tbe puppy class Captain Foster's barn Ttlden 
carried off the first honors among the dog puppiee. He is s lemon and 
white with black eyes snd nose; has s head very much resembling his 
•Ire's—Rock, and Isawsll made, promising puppy, as Is also bis brother 
Wade Hampton, winner of second place, whose bead, however, Is not 
as good aa 8. T.'s, nor are hit ears as well pnt ou. Nlioos Captain 
Foster, brother to 8. T. and W. II., who got the Inalgnla of H. C. Is 
white and blue ticked, well mails, with a good head, but with a 
muzzle a little too foxy. The winner of the first bitch puppy 
prise. OapUfo Foster's Minna, very much resembles her brother Bern 
Til den. being marked exactly like him. 8be Is a very sweat Utile bitch, 
and wall daaarved first. Kinney's Plxey, which got teoood to Minna, 
la a fair looking puppy, lacking in head.

feet good; good curve to hind legs; tail good. Tbe ooly pi 
where Maguet could be said to Deal her Is in tbe loin, and Belle ' 
not weak lu the loin. Belle was. moreover better In color than Magi 


Cuaaa 2. Native English Seifert. -This was a large class, there be- 1 
lug 68 entries for It; and with one or two exceptions it was a capital 
class. There were so many good ones In It, which made U a difficult one 
to judge Mr. J. U. Stroraberg's Tell, thu winner or the first premium, 
was formerly owned iu Iowa , and was known there as Fllno. He Is 
u good looking orange aud white dog. with a rood head, ears well 
put on. good chest, shoulders, forearm, loin, bind quarters, legs and 
feet, fair stifle, well ribbed up. but has a light nose, which, by the way. 
we noticed more frequent In the native class than we ever remember 
before at any other bench show. The second place went 
to Dr. E. Baer's Snooks, a very hadtUome white dog, 
with lemon oars, havtug a very floe coat, being finely 
feathered, an exceedingly well made dog, but with a badly shaped 
bead, and lacking an intelligent look. Tflghtnan’s Gen. R. tC. Lee, 
orange and white, was blghl£comm«uded, and deserved It. being a 
strongly built dog, with a very flue chest, good shoulders, good loin, 
legs, feet, eud hind-quarters well ribbed up, head fair, nose light. In 
the bltcb class, we think Mr. Davidson made a mistake in giving the 
pride of place to Turnbull's Bees over Demuth's Kate. Bess is a strong¬ 
ly made bitch, but has too much of a dog’s head, with a broad ball dog 
chest, lacking lu depth. Kate has as good a body sa Bern, a better 
head, better chest, aud better hind-quarters; she should therefore have 
had first. Johnson's lemon and while bitch Heart, which was highly 
commended. Is a prelty little bitch, with a good body, fair bead, 
ears rather high, nose foxy. But tbe queen of them all 
was Dream, orange and white, belonging to Mr. Edmund P. Welsh, 
York, Pa. Unfortunately Dream was entered by mistake In the native 
Irish setter class, and was therefore debarred from competing In either 
the native English or native Irish. But for that the little beauty would 
have gone to the front, being by all odds the prettiest iu the native 
English setter class, dog or bltcb. McComo*' (Jay first lu the native 
dog puppy class but for too much leather lu the cars would be a hand 
some dog, as be has a good body. Abell’s Brush, winner of second 
place, has a fair body; his ears arc rather high and his nose a 
little foxy; his color Is bad liver aud white. Kiuuey’s Plxey. second 
lu the Imported English setter bitch puppy class, was first In the us- 
tlze bitch puppy class. McC'lenahan's lemon and while Fleet was a 
good second. The whole class was conuneuded. 

Class 8. Imported Irish, Setters .—This was a very fine class. The 
8t Louis Kennel Club’s, Elcho as usual carried off the pride of place 
while Mr. Miley’s dog entered as Buck but In reality York (as will be 
explained farther on) carried off tbe second prize. 

In the bitch class the 8t. Louis Kennel Clubs, Lou II. carried off first. 
We never saw Loo looking so badly; her coat had a faded, staring ap¬ 
pearance. Indeed we can not compliment the club on the appearance 
of any of their dogs for they brought them out in anything bnt show 
form. Had their dogs not been the cracks they are, their baa condition 
would have defeated them. Tbe second place went to Dr. Jarvis' 
Kathleen, but we think Von Colin's Fire Fly, which was highly com¬ 
mended was entitled to secoud place, for while Kathleen is a splendid 
bitch of a remarkably rich color, yet Fire Fly is also a good color, beats 
her on head and is better ribbed up, with a deeper chest than Kathleen. 
Fire Fly's skull is very finely arched, while Kathleen's le disposed to be 
flat. There were no dog puppies In this class, and only one bitch 
puppy, Dorrance's Sbtela a very fine young bitch whose chief faolt is 
that I ler nose Is disposed to be snipy 

Class 4. Native Irish setters. -Tola was a very poor class, tbe poor¬ 
est In tbe sbow. In tbe dog class, tbe best looking one certainly got 
the first prize Hyde's Socks, a very good looking dog, well made and 
of good color, who was king of his company. Vanhorn's Bob, tbe 
Record dog, though the next best, was a coarse, heavy dog, as heavy as 
a fattened bull over the shoulders and loin and through toe flank, with 
a tail as thick as one of the so-called Mberlan blood hounds. Reeve's 
Top. highly commended, could have only been thus honored because 
he was no worse than he was. There were no native Irish setter 
bitches, for which let us be thankful, aud therefore hope that there are 
none so bad as the dog class, for had there been, it 
would be a matter of regret that they should propagate 
their species. Iu tbe dog puppy class. Welsh's Shantie 
got first, a fair looking puppy with a good head, but bad color. In the 
Ditch class Addison Smith's Uebe was given first. Hebe has a very fair 
body but a bad head; ears disposed to rock and nose too short and 
inlny; her color is bad. 

Class 5. Gordon Setters .—This was s very good class; Marble’s 
Grouse carried off the pride of place which was Justly his, followed 
for second place by Whitman's Grand Duke, a very fine dog, while Me- 
Comas’ Mack, another good dog. was highly commended. In the bitch 
class Tlleston's Lon, with a good body and stern bnt a bad head, got 
first, with Jenkins* Alice, which we liked better, second. Cassard's 
Maggie, a good looking bitch, was highly commended. In the dog 
puppy class Dr. Spier's Romeo, a very promising young puppy, carried 
off drst; and in the bitch puppy class Addison Smith’s Dream, a very 
pretty bitch, carried off first prize. 

Class 6. Pointers {over bOlbe ).—Thin was a fine class. Iu tbe dog class 
tbe Westminster Kennel Club's recent importation, lemon aud white 
Sensation, went to the front with Schuchardt s white and black Ned, 
seconl, and Coffin’s liver Pouto highly commended. Both Ned and 
Ponto are fine dogs, but Sensation deserved first. He le a grand dog, 
with a remarkably fine head, chest, loin and coat. Tbe only fanlt we 
have to find with him Is that be Is too heavy iu the flank aud Ms tall U 
rather coarse. In the bitch class tbe Columbus Kennel Club's (Gilles 
pie’s) Belle got first with TUghmsn’s May second, both very due bitches. 

Class 8. Pointers (under 60 tbe.) -This, like the large pointer class, 
was a very fine one. Orgill's lemon and white dog Flake got first, with 
Turner s liver dog Tell, second, and Baer’s orange aud white Captain 
highly commended. We have not seen Flake since he was a puppy 
eight weeks old, wheu his owoer, Steele, brought him into our 
office, over two years ago. As a puppy he was s great 

beauty, and as a dog has realized our expectations formed 
of him then. Turner's Tail Is a great beauty, a flue made dog with a 
coat like satin, a fine head, a good chest, good shoul¬ 

ders, and well ribbed up. with a good stern. Mr. Turner, in order to 
get flesh enough off of him to let him in the small class, ran him and 
sweat him, which reduced the excessive avoirdupois*, but It was a mis¬ 
take—at any rate, be should have commenced bis process sooner than 
he did, and not Immediately before the show. Tbe dog looked better 
ou Thursday than be did on Wednesday, aud on Wednesday better tbau 
be did ou Tuesday, wheu he was judged. In tbe bitch class the Colum¬ 
bus Kennel Club's (Gillespie's) black bitch Fan. as al the Chicago 
show last January, beat the lemon aod-wbite Ditch Lilly, entered by 
tbe 8t. Louis Keunel Club, bnt belonging to E. C. Sterling, for 2d 
place; but we. as at Chicago, liked Lilly for first place better. Both 
are grand bitches but Lilly we think bus a better chest and Is better 
ribbed up. The Westminister Kennel Club's black-and-white bitch 
Whisky was highly commended. 

Class H.—Pointer Puppiee , (Dogs or Bitches.) There were 
some good oues in this class, bnt Edmond Orgill's white and lemon 
bitch Rose, a perfect beauty, carried off the first, while her brother. 
Rush, lemon and white, a very handsome puppy, rushed past the 
Others to second piece. 

Clans 9. Foxhounds.— We were much surprised In the noted fox¬ 
hunting State of Maryland, ooce so famous for its kennels of fox¬ 
hounds, to see only two braces entered, and those but moderate In 
quality. Scarff’s of Magnolia, black aud tan brace, Logan and Hooter, 
were awarded first, while Zell's of Baltimore, black white and tau 
brace, Rover and Chorus, got second. 

Class 10. Harriers.— In this class there waa only one eutry, Ahren s 
of Baltimore, black, white and tan brace. Belle and Hose. good 
ooes, which is tbe greater mystery why they were not given first 
premium Instead of only second, for while they hnd no competition, 
yet they deserved first. 

Class It. Beagles .—There were no entries lu this class. 

Class 12. Dachshund*. -I)r. Twaddell's entries, Unser Frits, and 
his litter brother and sister. Schnapps and Gretchen, by Breuo, out of 
Waldlna. Imported from the Duke of Baden's kennels, attracted much 
attention from the visitors. Unser Frits was one of tbe three which 
we gave portraits of lo the Cbicaoo Field, and which the Rod and 
Gun and Forest and Stream characterized as cast Iron dachshunds, be¬ 
sides declaring their tails pump handles, ate. Great waa the pleasure 
antlclpsted by the representatives of these journals that they wore go¬ 
ing to take us down a peg, and show tbe pump handle tails ws 
bad represented the dogs to have; bnt when Or. Twaddell pnt Unser 
Fritz in the position in which we had him In our portrait of him, and 
elevated his tall tbe likeness was so strong, snd our representation 
proved to be so perfect, that the aforesaid gentlemen's tails went down 
correspond log It to tbe elevation of UDeer Fritz's, and they slnnk away 
like dogs with their tails between tbelr legs, amid tbe declaration of the 
spectators that tbe likeness was perfest. Tbe etateroeut, "we only did 
It to bother Rowe," dlou't go down, and those present, were quick to 

K reeive the true facts of the esse, that they had never before seen a 
chahnnd but supposed tbe compound animal they had portrayed 
as a dachshund was one. Moral: Children should never play with 
sharp edged tools; they sre sure to cat themselves. Unser Frits carried 
off tne silver horn, as be did tbe silver collar at the Centeuulal sbow. 

(’lass 18. Chesapeake Bay Doge. —These were said by those who knew 
the dogs to be a dee class, bnt we honestly confess ignorance of tbs 
correct standard by which to judge them, and therefore refrain from 
criticism of the awards, accepting the statement of the advocates of tbe 
two of thu three different strains that did not get first prize, that the first 
dog was not entitled to the prize, but that each dog which did not get 
it wu entitled to It. We hammered at U a long time with the Intention 
of attempting a criticism, bat finally, ae did Lord Dundreary with the 
yacht on which bis mother In law wae, we scuttled tbe Idea and let It go 
flown, giving It np ae one of those things which no fsllah could find 


out who had uever before aeeu aCheaapeake dog In the Interim be¬ 
tween the next show, we Intend posting np ou the question, aud shall 
then sail In. 

Class 14. Irish water spaniels. —Mr. J. I*. Whitman's entries King 
of the River snd Sinbsd were tbe ooly entries, and were accordingly 

F .laced first and second in the dog cUm, aud ins Bridget, the ooly entry 
n the bitch clast, wae given first in it 

Class 16. Cocker Spaniels.—Mr. J. J. Turner s lineon and King, both 
black, were the only entries, but were a flue brace, aud were placed 
first and second. 

Class 18. Retrieving Spaniels (other than pure Irish).—There was a 
great error made by Captain Taylor, who Judged this cIahb. in Lhrowing 
oat Mr. Howe's Sueider and Mr. Whitman s Bob. aud not Judging them, 
for not belug pore Irish they were eligible, au«l should have had 
first and second—Snelder first snd Bob second. Giving it to Mr. Lat- 
robe's Scamp, a poor specimen, over Symington's Dash was an addi¬ 
tional error. 

Class 17. Fox terriers.— Mr. Chea. Walton's hlicb Trtcksey, white 
with a black ten spot over b**r eye, is s beautiful little bitch, sod de 
served first, while Mr. Hume's white dog, Fitch, with spied head was a 
good second ; his fsult wss he wss too short in the muzzle, and lacked 
a punishing law. But of Dorn Pedro, lie. etc., etc., wbat nhall we say ! 
The Dom did not receive the warm reception uinoug the fox terrier ad¬ 
mirers as did tbe lllastrlons Individual after whom he wan named dur¬ 
ing his visit to this country, snd was among fox terriers a veritable 
"what is It.” The Dom showa the foil?of usmiug lafauts after Illustri¬ 
ous Individuals, for sa In the instance of tbe Dom 
they rarely carry the name well. It is too much like 
having the man's coat made when a baby, calculating he 
will grow to the alze to fit it. He rarely ever does, and it lungs on hla 
shoulders ready to drop off. So with great names, somehow the In fan 
Ule promise is rarely realized In the man, und the name hangs to the 
Individual clouchily. Dom IVd o W a positive instance of ibis; bis 
name in too big for him; he doe*.' • 1. It, Anting fox terrier* he la not 
a Dom Pedro. Suspicion Is aroused when looking at him that hla in¬ 
fantile life was spent in s domicile as elevate d or the Ideas of hie God 
fathers and God mothers, and that his nurse was careless and let the 
Utile Dom fall oat of a window of the high domicile, when the Dom 
struck on his face which jammed hla nose and face to the shape of auug. 
which was done with such force that the lufantio* Dom rebounded like 
a rubber ball turned topsy tarry, struck on hi* it udquartere and stove 
them In contracting tbe Dorn’s length wonderfully. This Is the only 
solution we can arrive at of the Dorn's extraordinary *tiapc. Friend 
Tiieston don’t show him again, keep him st home, lie cau’t travel 
on his shape Well may we exclaim, "Have you seen Dom Pedro ? 
It is a prett) good joke for Tiieston, but how do the fox terrier fan¬ 
ciers like It!” 

THE NON-SPORTING DOGS. 

The mastiffs were good. McHenry’s Tiger, a fine specimen, got first. 
Chrystal's Lion ought to have been awarded second It is true he wits 
not In very good condition, but he Is too good a specimen to have had 
the second premium withheld on that account. 

Ht. Bernard's were a very good class, while the Newfoundlands were 
not, there not being a pure specimen in the clave. 

Amoug the Siberian or Ulm dogs the best specimen was Dr. Har¬ 
vard's Tiger, s monstrous white and brown spotted brute; though en¬ 
tered, be was brought into the show after the dogs hod been Judged, oth¬ 
erwise ho would have got first 

The coach dogs were uot good specimens, being badly spotted. Tbe 
shepherd dogs were very good. 

Tne bull dug class baa one entry, a black mongrel, and not 
a bull dog. Why Captain Tuylor gave blm even second, we 
can not comprehend, lie should have been thrown out. Tbe 
bull terriers were a verry good lot. Tbe black and tans over II lbs 
were a fair lot. In those under It lbs J. D. (Mentis' Milwaukee Molly, 
a very pretty little creature, tau a little light however, carried off first 
which she richly deserved. Molly, from her small size aud beauty, 
attracted much attention, particularly among the ladies. 

The Skye terriers were a good lot. Sanderson's Donald, winner of 
first prize is a very fine specimen of the breed. Tbe Scotch terrier class 
was a poor one. 

The Dandle Dlnmont terriers turned oat not to be Dandies; oue was 
a prick-eared Skye aud tbe other looked like a cross between a Dandle 
and a Skye. Toy terriers were nothing extra; aud Spite dogs were in 
ferlor. There were no poodles entered. In the miscellaneous class the 
greyhounds Duke and Sport were good, as was also the black curley 
coated retriever Sweep. 

THE 8PECIAL PRIZES. 

8peclal prizes are not often given judiciously. They are often like 
the champion class for the beet dog or bitch of any particular strain, 
wherein though, both good types, they differ so materially from each 
other that it is difficult to decide which Is the better, and the dog gen¬ 
erally carries the day. So it was with the grand canh prize of one 
hundred dollars for the best setter or pointer dog or bltcb. It ended in 
tbe prize belmr divided between the poluter. Sensation and the setter 
dog Rock. Where wss Lou II! And here is where the chief difficulty 
exist* In the special or champion prizes where dogs and bitches con 
tend. The bltcb invariably goes to the wall, tbe massive head aud 
larger proportions of the dog overshadows the lithe, more delicate, 
more refined, and frequently more symetrlcal bitch. The Judge is car¬ 
ried away by size and substance forgetting that what would not be 
substance in the dog Is substance In the bitch, and wbst Is substance 
In the dog would be groesness or doggyuess in tbe bitch. 
Now, we contend Loo II. is as good a specimen of a red Irish setter 
Ditch as Rock Is of an English setter dog, or Sensation of a pointer. In 
deed. Is she not nearer perfection than either of them! Then why not 
a divide with her? Ae a matter of justice the prize should have been 
divided between tbe three. Loo II.. Rock snd Sensation. And that our 
ground is well taken in favor of Loo II.. note when she contended 
with Rock in special class. No. 2, for Dr. Logan's prize of $26 for the 
best setter dog or bitch, native or imported, she carried tbe prise off 
from Rock. If she wss good enough to do it in class No. 2, why was 
she uot in class No. I! At the least wom she not eutltled to a divide! 
We think she was. 

We hope in future shows the massing of dogs and bitches of differ¬ 
ent breeds Into one class for a superiority prize, or dogs aud bitches 
of the same bfeed into a champion class, will be excluded. Let dogs 
of the seme breed couteod with each other for superiority and bitches 
of the same breed do the same. It is the only system by which an 
equitable declidou can be arrived at. 

Mr. C. S. Westcott’s Magnet achieved a triumph ia Claes No. 8. 
for Mr. Bancroft's painting of $40, for the best English setter bltcb. 
either native or Imported. 

Tbe coutest for Mr. J. Addison Smith's double-barrelled breech 
loader, for the best native English setter dog was but a repetition of 
that iu the Native English Setter Class, and was therefore won by Mr. 
Slromberg's Tell. 

For the oest setter stud doe. Rock,with Dolly Varden and Regent car 
tied off Dr. Keener's prize or $26, for the best English setter stud dog, 
native or Imported, exhibited with two of his get Dolly Vardeu is oat 
of <^ueeu Mab, and Is a rare beauty. Regent is brother to the late w cout 
aud is, as has been mentioned before, a very handsome dog. 

Mr. C. Z. Miley's entry waa (he only one for Clark A Snider's silver cup 
for the best Irish setter stud dog,but confirming thu award was protested 
Agalust by tbe St. Louis Kennel Clnb that the dog exhibited was 
not Buck but York, a little over one year old, and brother lo Floss, the 
bitch whose puppies were exhibited as two of his get. The point 
was well taken, as the dog Is York which took secoud at tbe St. Louis 
beoch show, Joe lakiug first. Bock took nothing st the St. Louis 
show, and is lighter colored aud uot as good a looking dog as York, 
though belug twice the age of York. The protest woe accepted by the 
association, and Mr. Mlley has beeu called upon to defend it. 
in the meantime action has been suspended awaiting Mr. Miley's de 
feuce. We can assnre Mr. Mlley that the dog le York aud not Buck. 
But while he loses the prize we think be has got tbe treat of the bar 

S ain, as York Is a much better dog than Buck, aud wu beaten at the 
t. Louis sbow by Joe. a two year old dog. jnst one point for first 
place; York was then about one year old. 

We don't propose to follow all the special classes through, as the 
most of tbe winners in them being winners in the regular c Liases and 
having beeu mentioned, H would be a recapitulation; moreover we 
gave the list of the winners in onr issue of last week. We Intend to 
comment only on thoee we fiud occaxtuu for dwlatlou from Hit* 
ordinary mentlou of.

It seems lo us when there were ouly 8 entries, tbe Judge should 
have bad the owners ahow the proficiency of their dogs lu retrieving; 
be could have theu Judged which was tbe best. Oue being as good 
as tbe other, then form and breeding should have decided the winner. 
Tbe worst epeclmcu got the priae. 

In class 84, for tbe best dog for ducking purposes, tbe 8 kegs of Eagle 
duck powder were divided belweeti Howes' Sueider. Wbiltnau.a Bob, 
Irish water epanluls, and J. J. Turner's Chesapeake Bay dog Rob. 
This was done as it was impossible to decide wbich wss the best, and 
therefore Snelder aud Bob were declared the best for inland ducking, 
aud Rob the host for sea shore ducking purposes.

It woula 
he well, therefore, that the lime choeeu for bench ahowa aud other 
evente abon'.d be at a period when the dema .de of bualueae are the 
least Imperative. Tbla borne In ralud greater aucceaa will atleud tbeiu. 

We canuol close without tendering our thanka to the members or the 
Maryland Kauciena' Association, and the numerous Baltimore sports¬ 
men we met. for the kind attention aud mauy courtesies we received 
from them, assuring them that amoug the pleasant reminiscences of 
our editorial career the least is not of oor visit to Baltimore. 

The Chesapeake Bay Dog.-Its History and 
Standard. 

In consequence of the difference of opinion as to which of the three 
breeds of Chesapeake Bay dogs is the correct one. aud dissatisfaction 
among the advocates of the respective strains at the awards. It was de¬ 
cided to hold a convention at the Oarrollon House to discuss anti elicit 
all the information possible and form a standard aud poiuta for judg¬ 
ing. Accordingly thoao Interested aud the sportsmeu present In Bal¬ 
timore, met in cooveuliou on Wedneadoy evening at H o'clock, in 
the lady's ordinary of the Carrollou House. 

Dr. N. Howe wae chosen Chairman of tbu meeting, and Ur. W. H. 
Keener. Secretary. ... 

Captalu Taylor opened the discusalou by rearing from a corree- 
pondent in Appldou't Journal that a Chesapeake bay dog should be 
smooth bslr. color black, tierce, powerful, aagaclous, two ski us, one fur. 
the other hair. India rubber dog, smooth ae glasa. Tue color elicited 
considerable comment, several gentlemen preseut declaring that a 
black dog would be killed at sight on the Chessueake Bay, as the color 
made the dog so conspicuous that ducka would not come to a blind 
where he wae. A committee waa appointed consisting of Messrs. John 
Stewart. J. J. Turner, Jr., aud O. D. Koulk* to report a etaudard of ex¬ 
cellence aud points for Judging at the meeting on the following even- 
inf. 

air. J. H. Whitman requested ns there Were mauy present not famil¬ 
iar with the history and characleriatics of lbs Coesapeake dog, that 
some Inforiualloo ue given them by those familiar wltu the dog. in re¬ 
ply Dr. Keener stated that the larger species waa a cross betweou u 
Newfoundland aud a Labrador, which came to Maryland years since 
in a disabled Kngliah vessel, and were given to Masers. Mercer aud 
George Law. Mr. Stewart a dog on exbtbilloo was from this stock. 

Dr. J. D. Logan remarked that the origin of the Chesapeak bay duck 
dog h*vlug been iu doubt, a committee of ibe Poultry aud rincien’ 
Association addressed letter* to various owners and sportsmen ou this 
subject some time before the exhibition. Ue then read a letter from 
Mr. Lynch, of Maxwell's Point, regarding the smooth haired species, 
In which Mr. Lyoch stated that the pure breed of this d.*g has brown 
eyes, a broad head, and poluted nose, with open countenance, a heavy 
eoatiug of thick fur under the hair which secures the auiinal agaiust 
the cold. This dog Is wonderfully intelligent, especially wheu used 
by but oue persoii, aud is known to pursue game lully a mile. 

Captain Taylor inquired whether tUey were a reoogutxed breed; 
whether they bred to color every time. . ... 

Mr Whitman luuuirea whether the experiment of croaslug with 
another breed had 1>eeu tried. , . u 

Mr. U. B. Milligan, In answer to Captain Taylor aud Mr. \\ hitman, 
aaid: ‘’As the position of Mr. Stewart ou the committee just appointed, 
was made an objection to his speaking at this time, and as mauy other 

S enllemeu were unavoidably absent whose experience aud couataut 
evotlou to this sport would eutitle them to be heard with satisfaction 
to all interested parties, he would eudeavor to answer the questioua. 
From twenty-five years observation aud frequeut intercourse with 
mauy of the leading devotees of the sport, both ou the Eastern shore 
aud our famous points ou this aide of the Bay: it could not success¬ 
fully hegaiussyed that there were now,aud had been|f0' many years.two 
distinct strains of dogs, both recognized as ‘Chesapeake Bay Duck 
Dogs.' the one a large reddish, long-haired dog, with the head aud 
many geuernl characL rlslica of the Newfoundland, or Labrador water 
dog, the other, a smaller, more compact dog. very short haired, with 
an under fur coat, with the head and paws resembling thoee of an 
otter. In early fall their color is as bright as sedge—becoming -everal 
•hades darker as the Winter advances. These are the two strains of 
dogs that are recognised In this btate as the Maryland Duckiug Dog 
among aportsmen, aud they are bolh equally prized by those who use 
them—as it is uot unusual to dud both specimens in use on the ssine 

^i heee dogs are all natural retrievers and the effect of breeding them 
for so mauy years with the sole view and aiuple purpose of duckiug. 
baa stamped toern with wouderful attributes for their purpose. With 
the nice sceut of the poiuter. the power and gainiuess of the bull dor, 
their speed In the water cauoot be excelled by any known breed, 
whilst their intelligence is almost hurnau. 

Can such a breed be improvedt _ . . .. . # . 

If the opinion of our best sportsmen be obtained. It would he round 
that a large majority of them are sat'sfled entirely with what they have, 
and will say that the introduction of fo etgu blood, where it has beeu 
attempted, to say the least, endangers tho loss of some essential quality. 
To cite a familiar case—within the last two years, a prize English 
water retriever, resembling very closely the winning one at the present 
show here, was imported at the high cost of 50 guineas, aud bred to 
two perfect specimens of the short-haired, sedge color breed; in eacu 
case a very few, or two. uup» resembled very closely the mother, the 
majority having the color of the dog, with increased length of hair, 
and Indifferent heads-an utter failure to ail appearauce. 

In regard to the qualities of the sire—his no»e, dash and diving qoal 
Hies are all first Class, but no better than those of his short haired 
companions—and though his pluck euables hlui to pass hours at work 
In a northeast storm, he shivers piteously, whilst the others sleep 
quietly, while on shore, in the face of a heavy storm. 

To return, then, to the proposition we are here to consider, it would 
•eem that ae from the testimony of almost half a century, two varie¬ 
ties of duckiug doge have beeu in constant use aud recognition, lu 
making up the standard by which tbe dog shall be judged on exhibi¬ 
tion. the divialou into long aud short-haired dogs should be recog¬ 
nized, with tbe points peculiar to each breed allowed. 

The meeting then adjourned to Thursday eveulug at8 o'clock. 

On Thursday eveuiug at 8 o clock the meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman, aud Mr. Hlewart from the committee reported that they 
had divided the Chesapeake dogs Into three classes, the otter dog. the 
curly hair dog, and the sirnighwialr dog. Tbe color of the otter dog is 
a twauy sedge, with wavy short hair. Tbe curly and straight-hair dogs 
are of a red-brown color. The bitches must s*»ow the color aud an 
proximate to the general points of the class to which they belong. Ii 
tbe three classes a while spot on the breast Is not unusual. Two-year old 
dogs of each class not to weigh less than 80 lbs., and bitches of same 
age 65 lbs. Measurement to be as follows: From fore toe to ton of 
back, 25 Inches; from tip of nose to base of head. 10 Inches; girth of 
body bark of foreleg, 33 inches; breast, tt inches; around forefoot, fl 
inches; around forearm, below shoulders, 7 inches; between eyes, 24* 
Inches; length or car. 6 inches; length from base of head to root oi 
tail 35 Inches; tall. 1»J inches; around muzzle, below eyes, 10 laches. 
Points of judging head 15, oeck 5. shoulders 10, chest 15, size 5. loin 
10, coat 15. tall 5. feet 10, legs 10-ltM. a . . 

The measurement aud weight they had got at by roeaaurlog aod 
weighing the three following dogs: Turk. 18 moutba, which weighed 
between 70 and btUbs; Monday. 5 yearn, which weighed 80 lbs., aod 
Rob, » years, which weighed 00 lbs. They had approximated the 
weight and measurements of the three, and adopted the standard ac 

Dr Logan made the point, inasmuch as there were three distinct 
breeds of dogs, he thought that instead of averaging the dogs each 
•train should have a standard of 1U own. 

Mr O 1). Foulks then said be would give to the Association a brief 
history of tbe straight hair ciass. as recorded in his family since the 
year I82f>, at that lime kuowu by the oldest inhabitant at the head of 
Chesapeake Bay as the red Winchester duckiug dog. In 1825, it was the 
opiniou of gentlemen residing at the bead of the Bay, that this dog 
waa brought from tbe coast of Ire'and, some hundred years back, by 
one Mr, llartnoo. who resided at the bead of Bohemia river, and died 
there, lie bad beeu in the vault in which he waa laid. This class of 
dogs was also known to have been bred by Governor Boaseit. tbe 
proprietor of a Urge tract of land bordering on the Bohemia. In 18*5. a 
member of our family purchased one of these don of a Mr. Bklnner. 
who then reaided at or near Turkey Point, Md. Tbla dog was called 
poo to; at or near tbe same time be purchased a bitch named Bess, from 
a Mr. While on Miles river, tl appears Lhat the dogs of tbla class were 
the property of a great number of geuilcmen at the data I speak of, 
1885 fir. 8. Ford had them; Mr J. Craig. Mr. Springer, the Penlng- 
lon family, and many others. Dr Twaddell, of Philadelphia, assured 
me to day that he bad seen tbe same class of dogs some an years back, 
being then »be properly of Mr. Ford, and the gentlemen 1 have already 
tistand; as far as my family has knowledge of ibis close, I can oay that 
It has bean bred pure. Krora a record description of Pooto, tbe dog

on the bleakest shore, the coldest night. If a coat or gun or other prop¬ 
erty Is accidently left, he will faithfully guard It; nothing bat the paogs 
of starvation or mortal wound* will drive him from his post; no Icy 
wave can drive him back. After his prise la secured, be returns and

gentlemen sportsmen d»>gs of either class, that for excellence cannot 
be excelled lu the known world. I hope that at some future meeting 
of this association, a field, or rather a water trial may he ordered, that 
the merits of each class may be fully tested. 

Mr. Stewart replied that he had soot over the otter (his breed) and 
tbe curly coaled dugs, aud he was sure Mr. Foulks’ opinion of hla (Ml. 
Foulks' > breed was not superior to his (Mr. Htewari’s) of the other 
dogs, sod lhat he was ready for a trial. Mr. Turner declared be waa 
also ready. 

Mr. Foulks replied that it was foreign to bis intention to disparage 
the other two strains of doga; be merely spoke of his, hot not in con¬ 
trast. He suggested tbe water trial, at he thought it would he inter¬ 
esting, aod, as In other dog triala. would not only test the superior 
qualities of the respective straiua, but develop greater interest In the 
aogs aud tend to Improve the breede. 

Mr. Whitman read from a work ou dogs aud sportsmen, by 8klnuer, 
which he said had been loaned him for the occaalou. a letter from 
George Law, dated iu Baltimore in 1815. giving the history of lbs Stew¬ 
art or “Sailor” breed of Chesapeake water-dogs, to the effect that Mr. 
Law while on tiie ship Canton In 1*>7 encountered an E tglish brig in 
a sinkiug condition, from Newfoundland to Poole, KugUnd. A male 
aud female Newfoundland pup were found on board. The dog pup 
wae called “Bailor,” and wae given to Mr. John Mercer, of We-t River, 
Maryland. Tbe slut pup was called Canton, and was given to Dr. 
James Stewart, of Sparrow’s Point. The dog was of a dingy color, aod 
the slut black. Governor Lloyd exchanged a merino ram for the dog, 
sud he was taken to tbe Eastern shore or Maryland. The progeny bus 
been well knowu on both shores for many years as the Sailor breed. 
Tbe slut remained at Sparrow’s Point, and her progeny are still known 
through Patapsco Neck and elsewhere among duck shooters. Both at¬ 
tained great reputation as water dogs in connection with duck 0booting. 

Mr. E. C. Sterling wished to know what the powers of scent of 
the Chesapeake dogs were, to which Mr. Welles aud Mr. Foulks gave 
evidence of the superior nose they possessed. 

After considerable discussion between Messrs. Tlleston, Whitman. 
Sterling, Stewart, Foulks, Turner, Drs. Logan and Keeuer, in regard 
to having one or three breeds, aud Captalu Taylor, wbo contended for 
two breeds, the report of tbe committee was adopted, aud tbe meet- 
lug adjourned. _

How lutliaus Lire.—Their Customs, Etc. 


III. B. »ATTT. 

Neurly all of the North American Indiana have learned 
some of the ways of the white man, have changed the 
bow and quiver for the Winchester repeating rifle, the buf¬ 
falo robe for a blanket, their corn cakes for wheat, and 
some bands bave learned to like beef better than the flesh 
of the buffalo; yet some of tho most hostile tribes retain 
mauy of their old customs, and live as they used to when 
their tepees doited the hills and valleys of the Atlantic 
border. 

There was a time when a chief's word to hii tribe was 
law, and no warrior dared to disobey it. Now the young 
bucks go on the war path when their chiefs order them 
back, and they strive to count a coup as their fathers did, 
either by stealing stock, or taking an enemy’s scalp. 

Tho red man Is fond of gambling, and if 
a buck loses heavily, be takes it as a matter of course 
and shows no hard feeling toward bis fortunate competitor. 
Indians have several games which are played with mocca¬ 
sins, sticks and small stoues, and old and young play them 
with great zest. Co-chuck is tho favorite game of the 
Chippcwua, and they keep it up day and night, beating a 
drum continually to contuse the players. This game is 
played with a small stone or button. The button is taken 
iu the baud by an Indian, who sits crossed-legged before 
the individual he is playing against. Now the one holding 
tbe button, commences swinging bis arms around quickly, 
repeating the word co-cbuck as Ue endeavors to change the 
button from hand to hand so his competitor cannot see it. 
Suddenly, he holds his hand out for bis companion to guess 
which one contains the button, and this is decided by point¬ 
ing to one hand, and if the wrong one is chosen the guesser 
loses, and so on until the game is ended. 

A tribe usually consists of several bands, each band hav¬ 
ing a chief, who acts in council for his portion of the tribe. 
Chiefs are chosen by tbe warriors, the majority carrying 
the vote, elccliug any warrior, as there are no nominations. 
When a chief is killed, his oldest son fills his place aod 
conducts his warriors, leading them when hunting or in bat¬ 
tle. If a chief does not give satisfaction to his tribe a coun¬ 
cil is called, a "big talk" ensues, and he is dethroned. 

Warriors are chosen from the young men, usually during 
tbe sun dance. This dance occurs once a year, and a grand 
feast is given. The yonng warriors torture themselves in 
various ways, and if they can stand t.be pain without flinch¬ 
ing, they are acknowledged warriors by the old men of the 
tribe, and are permitted to sit in council and go oo tho war¬ 
path. The warriors then relate their adventures. Tho old 
men tell what brave deeds they did when young and strong, 
and all of the prominent men boast of their prowess. 

The warriors are self-conceited, and their modesty does 
not prevent them from telling of any worthy action per¬ 
formed. 

The bucks seldom quarrel with members of their tribe, 
but if there is any ill-feeling between them it is settled with 
the rifle, revolver or knife, and one or more of the combat- 
sals are often killed. If an Indian is foully killed his rela¬ 
tions retaliate, if the murder is not severely dealt with by 
the rulers of the tribe. Family quarrels are sometimes long 


continued, though if one of the warriors slays another he 
can smooth it over by making presents to his victim's rela¬ 
tions and friend*. The tepees or lodges of the Indians are 
made ruund, and out of tbe bides of buffalo. They look at 
a distance like bell lenu, but the poles sticking from their 
open tops distinguish them. A stew-pot, fry-pan and a 
few knives are all the utensils used, and the dogs keep the 
pot clean. Hoast buffalo meat is ths chief article of food, 
aud is cooked in many ways. It is often eaten raw when 
half dried, and I used to carry It in that 
state when on the tramp. When thoroughly dried, 
the meat is pouuded fine and made into pemmican. 
The pemmican is nice when cooked in a slew,|btil in a crude 
state it tastes like sawdust and grease, yet from necessity I 
have eaten much of it. Ducks and other large birds are 
covered in mud and baked with the feathers on, which is 
the best and quickest way to prepare them. Flour is muuh 
used by the Indians, and is obtained from the agencies, but 
at present ibey will not have many cakes; yet it is quite 
probable that the government will soon commence fatten¬ 
ing them for another fight. 

Squaws are bartered for like ponies, and a 
warrior generally buys his wife from her parents. 
A squaw is valued according to her looks and work¬ 
ing qalities, and the purchaser pays for her accordingly in 
ponies, pelts, or whatever he may have. Squaws often re¬ 
ceive rough usuage, aud are kicked and cuffed by their 
lordly masters. The women do all camp work, such as get¬ 
ting wood, carrying water, cooking, preparing 
skins, putting up tepees, drying must, etc. 
The lazy warrior smokes aud lounges about camp, and 
thinks it a disgrace to assist his squaw in auy work. He U 
loo lazy to saddle his pony, and orders his squaw to do it, 
when at home. There art; three things the Indian delights 
iu.viz: whisky, a good rifle, aod a fine horse. At the present 
time, a buck will trade the clothes he wears for a good rifle. 

The Indian used to wear his suit of buck or antelope skin 
tanned as soft as kid; but now he w ears the blue ieggmsund 
woolen blanket furnished by the government. In cold 
weather, buffalo robes are used for bedding, and worn like 
blankets. Many of the warriors have their history inscribed 
on the flesh sides of their robes, illustrated by strnngu fig¬ 
ures done in colors. Painting is practiced by all tribes, and 
1 never saw two warriors painted alike; the colors arc put 
on dry with enough grease to make them stick to the skin. 
I have seen fifty bucks painting at once, each one trying to 
outdo the others, and when the finishing touches had been 
put on, they looked hideous. Borne individuals have small 
mirrors, which greatly assist them in preparing their toilets. 
An Indian will have his whole face smeared with red 
ochre; another will have a stripe ruuning from the forehead 
down the nose to the chin, and one-half the face painted in 
parallel lines or figures of red, blue, yellow, and green, 
while tbe other side of the fuce remains natural. Some 
bave paint only around the eyes, or about the moulh; oth¬ 
ers paint the breast and neck. 

The hair of the bucks and squaws is worn very much 
alike. The warriors have the hair parted iu the middle and 
plaited into parts, behind strips of fur are braided in the 
hair and the ends are left flying iu the wind. The fur of 
the otter is most used, and is highly prized A small patch 
of hair on the crown is braided into a scalp-lock, ami lied 
at the end with colored buckskin, and it is ready for an 
entiny'i grasp at any moment. The partings of the hair 
are generally colored with red ochre and grease in both 
sexes. Squaws paint their papooses, smearing them with 
many colors, without regard to design. The Indian medi¬ 
cine muu impose greatly on their credulous, red brothers, 
who are then dupes of numerous humbugs. The medicine 
man has a lodge larger than a warrior’s, and inside it is 
ornamented with animal Bkins, bags, stones and herbs, also 
colored feathers fancy bead dresses etc. Ue has a small 
drum which he beats to drive the bad spirits out of his pa¬ 
tients, and it is often used at feasts aud dances. On the 
outside of the lodge are generally hung several bags of 
skin and red flannel or cloth, ornamented with strips of fur 
and feathers. No one knows what these bags contain, 
save the medicine man, and any warrior would not dare to 
examine their contents. If a buck has been unsuccessful in 
the hunt or lost his ponies by sickness or theft he visits the 
doctor for good medicine to improve his condition. The 
medicine man orders him outside tbe lodge until the good 
medicine is made, and after the patient lias waited an un¬ 
reasonable length of time he is presented with a bag or 
buudle with numerous wrappers, which he pays for ac¬ 
cording to his means. When the delighted buck reaches 
his lodge, he displays his raet'.icinc bag to his friends, and 
bangs it over his tepee door. 1 have seen seven medicine 
bags dangling over one lodge door. Great favors are said 
to be conferred on Ihc medicine man by the Walkatonka — 
Great Spirit—and he in turn gives them to his people.

The words, the air and the red-turbaned vocalist are in 
charming harmony with the surroundings. And now we 
must bid adieu, for a time, to the little clearing of twenty 
acres, which by courtesy is called the form, but which, this 
smoky morning, looks like an excavation outlined by per¬ 
pendicular walls. 

“Who is Durfee?" 

“The most persevering huntsman I ever knew; a whole- 
souled, good fellow.” 

"And Turkey Frank?” 

“He is au fait in turkey hunting, but he has yet to see 
his first deer outside of a deer park or menagerie. 1 would 
like to tell you more of him, but you are impatient to be 
off. 1 may tell you some day how devotedly he followed 
‘tbc dear old fiag’ from Rich Mountain to Gettysburg; how,

Critieisms by “Lynx” on L. L. Palmer's Britt of Game 
Laws as Called For. 

CassTBRTOH, 1 kd„ Jan. 1. 1876. 

Fish hawks and kingfishers are violators of the Jaw, being 
“fish spearere." Doves shot off stubble are belter eating and 
better sport thAn pigeons from Iraps, and don’t encourage 
“gambling.” Larks are splendid shooting and eating. Os¬ 
preys are unknown in lllinoU and Indiana No one would 
accept the position of game constable (except Hosing, Rohm 
or the like) under $5,0(10 bonds. Make it equal to Mike 
Evans—it is such a remunerative berlh'(in the vision of some 
sportsmen). Americans will not stand ihe lax for the pres¬ 
ervation of game and fish yet. Clubs and sportsmen must 
pay the game keeper. Taxes are too high already. County 
commissioners don’t care a d— for game or fish. They 
have refused to pay a bounty on wolf or fox scalps. Joking 
apart, the only way I can see to enforce your laws is to 
hire a trustworthy man in every section at a fair price, and 
let him hire spies or guarantee to pay them their time and 
trouble for attending court, and conviction will follow. 1 
set two young men last Fall to work on Calumet to watch 
seiners. They caught them. I went to Valparaiso; swore 
out papers; had them arrested, and unfortunately was suh- 
pranaed myself at 7 p. m. During one of the woist storms 
of the Bcason 1 started to Valparaiso on foot, usl hud neither 
money nor team, at 8 a. m. Got there at 7 a. m.-, 11 miles 
(O'Leary’s time); got them convicted—paupers at that; 
walked back; got home at 11 p. m. same day; out of pocket 
$6.23. Two witnesses drove their team 30 miles that day; 
got nothing; justice and constables ditto; confiscated an old 
seine, which is for sale at a bargain. How is that for high? 
Where would your game constable be in such a case? State 
pays nothing; county commissioners less, but throw in a 
few curses on me for my pains; lost trade by the business; 
but sleep in sweet blessedness knowing 1 did my duty; but 
my smile is childlike and bland at my daily scantv meals 
when I think of my $6.25. But as faith is no nse without 
works, I am boss on that, vide Moody and Sunkey. A pros¬ 
perous New Year to all brother sportsmen, and long live 
the Chicago Field is tbe hearty wish of Lynx. 

The State Game Laws.—Sycamore, III. Jan. 8th 1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field .—I have examined tbe draft ot bill 
by Hon. L. L. Palmer published in your issue of Dec. 80. 
and would respectfully suggest tbc following changes. 
First 1 believe that all Bpring shooting should be abolished, 
except on Wilson snipe and pluver. The shooting of which I 
believe should be allowed at all times without any restriction 
as they never stop with us except to feed, and always, breed 
in more Northern latitudes as far as my observation goes. 

Second, in section 18, tbe clause providing!hat no appeal 
should be taken where the judgment is less than $200, I 
think is unconstitutional, besides l think the liability to 
abuse of powers is quite as great in tbe enforcement of a 
game law as in any other case. 

Third, in Sec, 9. The clause, in regard lo notices ought 
to apply with more reference, to the size of the ioclosuro, 
for in some cases the lands enclosed consist of only a few 
acres, yet in many cases hundreds of acres are enclosed in 
one common field. 

Fourth. 1 think there should be a provision against shoot¬ 
ing or other wise destroying rabbits, at certain seasons of 
the year, and 1 think tbe close bcasoii should extend from 
January 1st to November Ut. 

Fifth, 1 believe quail should he protected until November 
1st instead of October IbI. That would give two full 
months to the slaughter of this beautiful game bird, 
which even then judging from this part of tbe state will 
exterminate them in a very few years. And in view of this 
fact I would be glad if a law could beVmade and enforced 
that would prohibit ealirely the shooting or otherwise de 
slroying of quail forces yean.

S. Can a thoroughbred setter be produced from 
a full bitch and setter dog by in-breedlng; and how often 
must they he crossed to produce the same? 3. Suppose I have a purely 
bred Irish seller bitch that has had pups by a cur dog; she Is afterwards 
bred lo a pure Irish dog; will the litter be aa pore as the parents? or. 
In other words, will a bitch retain her parity of blood after being 1 ned 
by a cur? Ans.—1. The term, are synonymous, though the latter la in 
better taste. 4. A pure selter-ihal la. pure lu the sense of untainted 
blood—cannot be bred from any cross with a different breed. The 
setter Is au uncrossed dog. derived directly from the old 
land spaniel, but Improved by breeding from selected speci¬ 
mens. Such a cross as you speak of would never produce a strictly 
pure eerier, though the evidence, or the full cross might be bred out 
by breeding the progeny In successive generation, to setters. Juat 
how many generations this would require it ta Impossible to say. 

“Stonehenge" quotes the experiment of Mr. llaoly in breeding a bull 

and greyhound cross, with a return to the latter blood. In four genera¬ 
tions he obtained u perfect greyhound in (appearance, though unsatis¬ 
factory in performance.

London, Dec. 24.—American professional oarsmen 
will oow have an opportunity to compete for the 
championship of the world. The proprietors of the 
New Castle Chronicle offer a challenge cup. valued 
at £100, to be held by the champion scalier. As 
there Is n j likelihood of a championship contest be¬ 
ing made at ptesent bv which the possession of the 
trophy would be decided, the donors of the cup have 
resolved to give £100 in mouey as prizes in an inter¬ 
national single scull contest, to be held at Newcas¬ 
tle-on Tyne next March, the winner of which shall 
be entitled to hold the trophy. The sum of £50 will 
be given to the winner, who will be further entitled 
to the entire amount of the sweepstakes of £10 each. 
Into which all who contend for the prize will have 
to pay. All oarsmen who desire to compete will 
have to send in their names to the Chronicle before 
Jan. 10, 1877. 

The competition is open to all scullers who pos¬ 
sess reasonable claims to first-class form, but the 
nnmber permitted to contend will not exceed six.
